ATTICA. N.Y. (AP) — Two 
well-known 
pathologists, 
ex­ 
perts in the causes of death, 
hav e completed an examination 
of bodies of hostages and in­ 
mates slain in the rebellion at 
Attica state prison, 
a conflict 
that claimed 42 liv es. 
Their findings were not re­ 
leased. howev er. 
The pathologists—Dr. Henry 
Siegel of Westchester County 
and Dr. Michael Baden, the 
acting chief examiner in New 
York 
City—were 
summoned 
Wednesday by state officials 
trying to resolv e the confusion 
ov er how the men died behind 
the 
prison's 
massiv e 
grey 
walls. 
One guard's funeral was post­ 
poned at the last moment pend­ 
ing the examination, after 
a fu­ 
neral director disputed a coro­ 
ner’s report that the correction 
officer had been killed by gun­ 
fire. The coroner's report said 


sev en other hostages had also 
died from gumbot wounds. 
The dead included 10 prison 
employes 
and

Scores more were injured. 
Earlier official reports, later

The pathologists, who special­ 
ize in the analysis of the cause 
of death and the manner and 
sequence in which it occurred, 
examined the bodies of 19 con­

Dutclicss Tro o per Tells Abo ut Attica Assault

ATTICA 
State Police Lt. Joseph Chris 
tian. the zone commander for 
Dutchess County, was one of 
those wounded in the assault on 
Attica Prison. He spoke to The 
Freeman Wednesday from the 
Wyoming Hospital in upstate 
Warsaw. 
Christian said he had arriv ed 
in Attica Sunday night. He was 
one of the about 7 00 troopers 
pulled in from all ov er New 
York State to participate in the 
retaking of the parts of the 
prison held since last Thurs­ 
day morning by rebellious pris 
oners. 
Sheriff’s 
deputies 
and 
prison guards swelled the force 


to about 1.000. They were fol-' 
lowed by 7 00 National Guards­ 
men. 
It was shortly after 9 a. m. 
Monday morning. Christian said, 
when he first led his detail into 
the prison. 
Each detail had an assigned 
task. Christian’s was to assist 
in the freeing of the hostages 
held by the prisoners. 
His detail first cleared the 
catwalk to gain access to the 
area where the prisoners were 
being held. He then led his men 
down a ladder into the com­ 
pound area. 
"I saw the hostages being 
beaten with nightsticks.” Chris­ 
tian said. He rushed to aid them. 


“ I was standing right in the 
middle of the prisoners when I 
was shot,” he said. "I don’t 
know from who or where the 
bullets came from." 
He receiv ed bullet wounds in 
the left leg and arm. He fell to 
the ground. 
As he was lying on the ground, 
wounded, Christian said a pris­ 
oner began to beat him with an 
iron bar. One of Christian’s 
men. following 
him into the 
compound, shot the prisoner and 
sav ed Christian. 
After the assault, the lieu­ 
tenant was rushed to Wyoming 
Hospital. He is in satisfactory 
condition. He told The Freeman 
he was “O.K.” , but his leg was 


v ery swollen from the bullet 
wounds.

Three men interv iewed out­ 
side a barbershop in central 
Broadway saw it quite a bit 
differently. “ They should hav e 
killed all of them .” one man 
said heatedly, "ev ery one of 
them just for the guards they 
killed.” 
"They’re not citizens,” 
an­ 
other man offered. “ Not good 
citizens, anyway. That’s why 
they’re in jail.” 
“If they didn’t hav e those 
hostages, I would hav e dropped 


a bomb on them," another man 
offered. 
A young man who would iden­ 
tify himself only as Mike, said 
when interv iewed uptown, “I 
think the troopers just shot 
them guys. They couldn’t see 
in the tear gas and they just 
shot ev erything 
that 
mov ed. 
They 
ought 
to

troopers.” 
Carlo Esposito of Broadway 
shook his head and said. “I 
think the whole thing was a 
mess . . . just rotten. If the 
prison authorities and the in­ 
mates had negotiated calmly it 
could hav e been worked out. If 
someone has a gun and comes 
to shoot you, you’re going to 
shoot him.” 
Rolison said that the Senate 
Committee on Crime and Cor­ 
rection issued a report early 
this year warning of the “ seri­ 
ous situation” in the prisons. 
“We tried to warn the public 
that we’re sitting on a powder- 
keg.” Rolison said. “ But no one 
paid any

Million New Jobs 


When org anized labor sees the new jobs that President 
Nix on's new economic prog ram g enerates, its opposition 
will moderate if not melt. That is tht optimism v oiced 
by Secretary of Labor J am es Hodg son. 
Hodg son saw more than a million new jobs in the nex t 
12 months as a result of the prog ram, to driv e the national 
unemploy ment rate below the fiv e per cent mark. He 
added that org anized labor will rev erse itself and support 
g ov ernment efforts to stabilize wag es and prices after 
the present 9 0-day freeze ends Nov ember IS. 
The chairman of the President's Council of Economic 
Adv isors. Paul W. McCracken, was not quite so opti­ 
mistic. He predicted 5 00.000 new jobs nex t y ear g enerated 
by the prog ram still a substantial number. 
McCracken was more specific about the g ain in the 
g ross national product. The prog ram would hav e a ‘‘pos­ 
itiv e impact” of S2 4 billion, but reduced g ov ernment 
spending would cut this fig ure by 19 billion, leav ing a 
net g ain of $15 billion. 
Perhaps the most ex citing part of the g ain would 
come, he said, from a substantial shift in consumer 
confidence which would account for $1 billion of the 
GNP rise. In other words, consumer buy ing would resume 
in larg e measure.
